Robert Verdonk Vote for High School 
Cancer Chairman probably in April 


Robert F. Verdonck, Assistant 
Treasurer and Branch Manager of 
the Wilmington office of the 
Melrose Savings Bank has been 
named the 1975 American Cancer 
Crusade Chairman in Wilmington.

The action of Governor Dukakis, 
last week, in ordering that funds 
be cut has had its effect on the 
planning of a new High School for 
Wilmington. Among those things 
affected by the Governor's order is 
the (State) School Building 
Assistance Board, which has been 
ordered to delay its approvals for a 
forty day period. 

The SBAB has in turn told 44 
communities in Massachusetts 
that there will be no approval for 
the next forty days, but that those 
communities must continue their 
planning, even if nothing is to be 
approved until the moratorium is 
lifted. Wilmington is, of course, 
one of those 44 communities. 


Walter Pierce, Superintendent 
of Schools, says that the School 
Committee is exploring all alter- 
natives, and that there will be 
probably several possibilities for 
the voters to consider, when the 
Town Meeting is finally called. He 
sees the Town Meeting for the new 
High School as being sometime in 
April 

The School Tommittee, 
meanwhile, has resumed its prac- 
tice of going to the various schools 
in town for its regular meetings. 
Last night's meeting was schedul- 
ed to be held in the Boutwell 
School, and the next regular 
meeting (not special) will be held 
in the Glen Road School

The Tambone Corporation of Reading has filed an applica- 
tion with the Wilmington Board of Appeals for a public hear- 
ing, under the provisions of Chapter 744 of the Acts of 1969. The 
hearing will be conducted about a proposal to erect a 276 apart- 
ment building complex under the laws of the Commonwealth, 
specifically under the provisions of Chapter 40B as amended. 
The local bylaws and building laws do not apply in such a 
public.hearing. Further, if the local Board of Appeals turns 

yn. an‘applicant under these laws, the applicant may then 
‘toa. State Board of Appeals, and have the local decision 


perhaps rendered null and void. 


The Wilmington Board of Appeals has set 7 pm on Tuesday, 
February 25th for the hearing, which will be heard in the 
Herbert C. Barrows Auditorium of Wilmington High School. 


The Tambone Corporation, in 
this case. is doing business under 
the name of Candlewood Village 
Associates. This is the name of the 
apartment complex they seek to 
erect on land off Woburn Street, 
and between the Ipswich River and 
Concord Street. are 
three. four and six story buildings. 
to contain 276 apartments of Low 
and Moderate Income Housing, 
with some of the apartments being 
without any such provision.

Wishcamper. have visited many of 
the boards and officials in 
Wilmington during the last month, 
seeking to make their plans clear, 
and asking for thoughts from the 
officials as to alternative 
proposals that might be made a 
part of the plans for the building 
complex. 

Messers Tambone and 
Wishcamper attended the Plan- 
ning Board meeting on Tuesday 
evening. for an exchange of ideas. 
In answer to one question they said 
that if everything goes as planned 
they could be renting the first 
apartments in the fall of 1976, and 
the buildings should be completed 
by the spring of 1977. 

This is the fourth such building 
complex, under the provisions of 
Chapter 766. in which the Tambone 
Corporation has started. It is the 
twelth or thirteenth such building 
complex in Massachusetts, under 
the provisions of that law. 

In some instances there has been 
little or no difficulty, and in other 
instances the proposed erection of 
the buildings has resulted in a con- 
siderable controversy. Tambone 
and Wishcamper are obviously try- 
ing to avoid difficulties. 

They told the Planning Board, 
Tuesday night. that there will be 
276 dwelling units and a Recrea- 


tion Building, with swimming pool. 

There will be 326 parking spaces, 
or an average’ of 1.44 parking 
spaces per dwelling unit. This 
number was based on several com- 
bined computations on parking 
needs, and could be, if needed, 
amended. 

There have been several 
meetings with the Wilmington 
Water and Sewer Commissioners, 
which meetings were described as 
“cordial.” No final decision has 
been reached with the com- 
missioners, but the estimate is 
that the proposed sewer which is to 
go to the pumping station on Avco 
land. will cost $525,000 to $550,000. 

Tambone is ready to offer the 
money in cash, if the Wilmington 
Water Commissioners should 
propose their own plans for 
sewers, the Planning Board was 
told. 

The file of papers on Candlewood 
Village, in the Planning Board of- 
fice is about two inches thick, and 
is to be studied this weekend by 

each of the Planning Board 
members in turn, preparatory to 
next week's meeting. 


Chairman Arthur Harding told 
Tambone and Wishcamper that the 
board will forward the plans and 
proposals to the Planning Board 
consultants, Thomas Associates. 
Hopefully there will be a number 
of questions from the consultants. 

Tambone privately told the 
Town Crier that he is preparing to 
have conversations, at an as yet 
unnamed place, with neighbors of 
the proposed housing project. The 
meeting will probably be on 
February 12th and start at 7:30 
p.m. The purpose is to explain the 
proposal to the neighbors, to ex- 
change opinions and questions, and 
to make themselves known. The

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So Don’t Get Discouraged 


The people of Wilmington at the 
present time are doing a considerable 
amount of soul searching. = 

People are out of jobs. There may 
be another depression coming. 

The Town wants a new High School. 
It is going to cost a lot of money. 
There are more than a few who are 
not happy at the prospects. 

Add to this the proposal to build a 
new sewer, to the high school, if it is 
located as proposed in North 
Wilmington. That sewer will cost $3 
millions. 

There is more than just a tendency 
to consider the proposed sewer as an 
additional school cost. Three million 
dollars added to whatever the school 
will cost is a terrific sum which 
scares a lot of people. 

There are other ways to look at the 
subject. 

The sewer plane are complete - not 
only for a sewer which will serve a 
new schook, but a sewer which will 
serve the heavily residential area of 
Silver Lake, and a sewer which will 
serve what the Town Crier calls the 
Great Red Desert - meaning that 
there is an industrial area in North 
Wilmington which has never had 
proper water nor sewer services, and 
hence has only a little industry. 

Water mains are now planned for 
the area, and there is to be half a 
dozen articles in the Warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting for water 
mains which will service that area, 
and the hoped for industry there. It 
will be a good thing. It can mean a lot 
to the people of Wilmington, relative 
to the tax rate.

Industry cannot be induced to build 
in that area, even if it is industrially 
zoned, unless there is water. Having 
sewerage, too, will be a greater in- 
ducement. Look at Industrial Way, 
and how many industrial plants 
located there - the inducements were 
water, sewerage, gas and good com- 
munications. 

The Great Red Desert has com- 
munications, and gas. It lacks water 
and sewer. 

At the present scale, a new industry 
valued at $143 thousand would lower 
the tax rate $1. Ten such plants would 
lower the tax rate $10. If another 
Avco should locate in the Great Red 
Desert, the tax rate could really go 
down. 

So Don’t Get Discouraged. 

If the present recession deepens, as 
well it might, there will be a con- 
siderable, indeed overwhelming 
pressure from Congress for make- 
work, as in the days of Franklin 
Roosevelt. There will be WPA pro- 
jects, under new and different initials, 
to relieve the unemployment of this 
nation. 

When Congress appropriates money 
for such a project, it will not be for the 
leaf raking of early Roosevelt, but 
rather for a project with worthwhile 
consequences. 

Such as sewers. 

Wilmington, with engineering plans 
already in existance, could well be in 
the front row for a WPA-like project. 

It would and could be a worthwhile 
enterprise, for the government, and 
for the town.

Emergency Modernization 
funds for WHA 


A sum of money, not yet finaliz- 
ed, is being authorized by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
community’ Affairs for the moder- 
nization of the Housing for the 
Elderly project on Deming Way. ° 
The total will probably amount to 
between $100 and $150 thousand. 

The money is being allocated to 
correct problems in the leaching 
field, septic system, heating and 
plumbing 

SEA Consultants, of 90 Canal 
Street Boston inspected. the 
heating, plumbing, etc. on January 
24th and made recommendations 
to the DCA 

SEA recommended in sewage 
disposal 

1. The'construction of an imper- 
vious soil barrier around the 
perimeter of the leaching field, for 
the purpose of preventing ground- 
water-sewage from leaching from 
the side slopes of the leaching 
field. Site grading is to be in the 
vicinity of the sewage disposal 
system to eliminate the ponding of 
surface water runoff. 

2. The rehabilitation of all ex- 
isting electrical controls for 
sewage dosing pumps and fur- 
nishing of a weather proof 
enclosure for housing the controls. 
The replacement of sewage dosing 
pumps, and the replacement of 
chlorination equipment and con- 
trols which have been inoperative 
for years. 

With relation to the hot water 
system SEA has recommended: 

1. The replacement of all heating 
and hot water distribution piping 
buried between the buildings with 
insulated piping installed in Class 
A conduit. 

2. The replacement of all valves, 
one inch and smaller, in the 
heating system. 

3. The replacement of all 
domestic hot and cold water piping 
and valves located between the 
primary distribution mains within 
the building and the fixtures. 

4. The condition of all curb cocks 
located on the service piping to the 
building should be ascertained and 
replacement of same should be 
made when their condition so 
warrants. 

5. All existing domestic water 
and heating piping should be clean-

SCOUTING THE 
BIG RED TEAM 


In September and October, with 
the objective of completing my 
personal ‘‘Scouting the Big Red 
Team" project, I combined two 
separate group-tours of East Ger- 
many and Poland with individual 
travel in Lithuania, Latvia, 
Esthonia, and return visits to 
Russia and Finland. As far as I 
know. there are not many 
Americans who have visited all the 
nations of the Soviet Union as I 
have - from Siberia to Berlin and 
from the Baltic to the Black Sea. 
Most of the time I have traveled 
alone, apparently not under any 
direct surviellance, and rarely be- 
ing taken for a tourist and certain- 
ly not as an American, perpahs 
because of my carefully chosen 
clothing and absence of tourist 
trappings. 

During my extensive USSR 
travels I have been impressed by 
the many obvious ac- 
complishments of the interlocked

Socialist regimes, especially the 
wide variety of econimic, cultural, 
educational, mass-transportation, 
and industrial achievements. 

Also, I have been surprised by the 
convincing evidence of effective 
long-range planning, an unex- 
pected tolerance of a viable church 
in Poland and some other coun- 
tries, rapidly improving tourist ac- 
commodations (but still 
troublesome elevators and plum- 
bing). and the development of a 


powerful manufacturing empire 
which poses a real challenge, over 
and above the increasing military 
threat. to a floundering Capitalist 
worls. 

As a long-time student of Rus- 
sian affairs, retired Army officer, 
World War II veteran, and 
graduate of the Army's 
Psychological Warfare School and 
the Industrial College of the Arm- 
ed Forces, I am certainly not 
oblivious to the undemocratic 
elements of the Soviet system, 
such as State control of ‘‘essen- 
tial activities, limitation of in- 
dividual freedom, movement, and 
expression, one-sided Leninist 
propaganda. and political 
regimentation. My chief concern 
is with the overall effectiveness of 
the Soviet ‘‘team” in the deadly, 
increasing competition of today's 
world, and not with judging their 
amoral methods by our 
democratid ideals and (sadly 
watered-down) standards 

The American people have 
overlooked the basic elements in 
this continuing confrontation, and 
attach far too much significance to 
the reports of Zionists, 
Underground Evangelists, _ ex- 
patriats, and people who have 
taken a ‘‘quickie’’ look at the 
USSR on a brief tour or jour- 
nalistic assignment Most 
Americans can't bear hearing 
anything but continued ‘“‘brain- 
washing’ by the media regarding 
conditions in the USSR. Only 
recently are correspondents ad- 
mitting that their ‘‘generalist" ap- 
proach, geared to Secretary 
Kissinger’s hectic itinerary and 
headlines. allows no time for in-. 
depth and follow-up coverage of 
“every day’ items and activities. 
On the contrary, my concern has 
been with transportation, cultural 
opportunities. schools and youth 
activities, propaganda, and the 
spirit of the people

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"New Dump 


Several years ago, after a lot of 
study. a Dump Committee in An- 
dover proposed two sites for the 
town to have a public dump. One 
site was near Ballardvale, and the 
other near the Wilmington line and 
Camp Forty Acres in Wilmington. 

The one near the Wilmington 
line was most distant from human 
habitation. It was in the area of a 
former gravel pit, which had been 
graded and nicely seeded, but 
motor cycless were cutting up the 
soil even before the plants could 
get started. The nearest resident 
was probably about half a mile 
away 

The Andover residents in the 
area decided they wanted no part 
of a public dump, and they raised 
such a ruckus that the Town 
Meeting voted with them. Andover 
now trucks its rubbish out of town. 
The cost is reported to be an ad- 
ditional $300 thousand a year 

Now Wilmington is proposing a 
public dump, near the North 

Woburn line. There is a furor in 
that part of that city 

The dump would be on one side 
of a big hill. The Woburn residents 
live on the other side. According to 
the Town Engineer of Wilmington 
there are no Woburn homes adja- 
cent to the proposed dump. 

The Woburn residents come 
from two parts of that city, along 
Main Street and along Winter 

Street. Main Street is a con- 
tinuaion of Route 38, which goes 
southward past Route 128. Winter 
Street. more westerly, is in part 
near the Burlington Dam, which 
flooded Weeping Hill and nearby 
homes in Wilmington, and some of 
the homes along Winter Street got 
even worse treatment 

A woodland road, newly cut. 
leads near the town line towards 
Main Street, and along the side of 
that hill. Among things which have 
happened because of that 
woodland road is that now there is 
no easy access to Cold Spring. The 
waters of Cold Spring haye .been 
flowing for centuries from that 
hillside, and to the Ipswich River, 
through, in part, the present town 
dump, owned and operated by 
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Clarence Spinazola. 

The State Board of Health has 
ruled that the Spinazola dump 
must be closed. It must be remark- 
ed that he has been a very careful 
operator of his dump. 

Contrary to the opinion of the 
Wilmington Town Engineer, a 
Woburn Daily Times article, last 
weekend declared that four homes 
in Woburn are in close proximity 
to the proposed Wilmington dump, 
and that there are many others in 
the general area, including the 
area near Winter Street 

Thomas Macario, who lives at 
110 Main Street in Woburn, 
describes himself as an abuttor to 
the proposed 29 acre dump. He 
complains that Wilmington has not 
notified him of public hearings. 
(There have been no real public 
hearings. Ed. There have been 
reports at which the Selectmen 
were present, and last Thursday 
there was a discussion of the arti- 
cle proposing the dump, in the 
Finance Committee hearing.) 

Macario told the Times that 
there would be odors, insects, 
micro-organisms and animals in 
that dump. He added it would 
change the real estate values in 
the area 

The proposed dump is to be the 
subject of a town vote, in the com- 
ing Town Meeting in March. $300,- 
000 is being asked for, with which 
to build a fence around the dump, a 
water pumping station, a transfer 
station and a weighing device, 
among other items 

The dump is proposed to be own- 
ed by the town, but operated by a 
private contractor.
